He fuppofcth, that Animal Motions, are not niade by the influence 
of the Animal Spirits. But, that in each Part is fcated a private fenfe, 
which is under the command of the Soul. And that therefore there arc 
no Animal Spirits, but thofe in the Blood, called by the Name of the 
Calor Nativus. In favour whereof many Arguments are offered from p.
